This is due to the 
upswing of Cycle 22 and the 55-day 
advance/recurrence data...The 
S.I.D.C./Observatory in Bruxelles is 
predicting smoothed monthly sunspot 
numbers (SSNs) for Sept. °87 = = 27 to 32; 
for Oct. °87 ='= 29 to 33, and Novae 
=29 to 34. So Prepare! If the Sunspot 
minimum occurred last September, then we 
are perhaps one (1) year into Cycle 22, 
but without much excitement.
